The Egyptian barbers were 
called khak or shavers, and they 
are represented at work In a tomb 
of Benl-Hussan, of the Twelfth 
dynasty, holding their razors In the 
hand, which have a short cylindrical 
handle, with a broad, flat'blade of 
bronze on a line with the axis of the 
handle.

Columns of publicity were given the recent 
election for school bonds at which the citi¬ 
zens voted almost unanimously to construct 
new buildings. We have always urged home 
building, gardening, general beautification of 
the city, and trading at home. 

These - are a few of the things the Enter¬ 
prise has worked for during th.e past year and 
four months. To boost the city at every pos¬ 
sible occasion and to suppress all local polit¬ 
ical quarrels with a view toward maintaining 
a unified citizenry working for the best inter¬ 
ests of the community at large, lias been a 
policy. 

The next issue will he edited by the new 
publisher. He has had years of experience 
in the newspaper business and understands 
local conditions. His views correspond in a 
great measure with those the paper has ex¬ 
pressed in the past. It is his plan to carry on 
where we have left off with the same* idea i'll 
mind—to aid in the building of a greater 
South San Francisco. 

That the views recorded in these columns 
have met with the endorsement of a majority 
of the citizens of this city is indicated by the 
tremendous growth in circulation during the 
past year.

PLANT TREES BY HIGHWAY FROM MILLBRAE 
TO COLMA 

Border with trees the highway between Colma and 
Millbrae. The eucalyptus-lined avetiue running from 
Millbrae to Kan Mateo serves as a model of just 
what can be done to make our highway system a 
delight to tho eye. It is, iu a sense, a seed, from 
which might expand an aveuue continuously bor¬ 
dered with beauty to the very gates of tho city. 

From wind-swept sand dunes there has arison 
undo the patient genius of John McLaren tho 
glory that Is Golden Gate Park. Here and there 
through Ibe state the aesthetic pride of the pioneer 
baa enriched our roadways with patches of shade 
and shelter. 

The example is one a motoring public should be 
eager to emulate. We ought to extend this sylvan 
pathway to the corporate limits o£ cfoluia to begin 
with. Other extensions would be bound to follow. 
Iu no little time the highway from Colma to Mill¬ 
brae could be made as attractive as the wooded 
stretch that uow adorns the boulevard l'rom Mill-' 
brae to Kan Mateo. 

John McLaren ba dthe foresight to plant these 
trees at Burlingame nearly 40 years ago. He says 
that any tree that wilt grow in Golden Gate Park 
will tbrfve along the peninsula highway. Eucalyp-, 
tus, acacia aud certain -conifers are especially 
adapted for the purpose. Tho plautiug can be done 
in one season, using trees two or three yoars old. 
After a little attention given to their early growth, 
the trees will take care of themselves. 

Under tbs law, we understand, the counties ©f 
the state may make these Improvements if the 
property owners on the right of way cannot be 
Induced to plant the trees. 

The vista of such a highway is so onticing In 
contemplation that it should find eager support 
with the county authorities of Kan Mateo. The city 
dweller will be moro easily attracted to tho towns 
aud boroughs of the peninsula when the approach 
lo the wider spaces is thus appealingly presented 
to him. A treed highway will remove bleakness and
